Lansing, Mich,, March 28, 1877. 

My Dear Mr. Ridku : — I have re- 
ceived the package from you containing

Our weather is fine to day, overhead, 
with a blight sun and clear sky, but the 
roads are not very nice, as the old snow 
has not all disappeared. In this town 
many unemployed men are striving hard 
to obtain work.
